(C) COOPERATIVES MINISTER U BA NYEIN FAILED IN ELECTION 

TO FULL MEMBERSHIP, BUT WAS NAMED ALTERNATE MEMBER, ALONG 
WITH TWO OTHER PROMINENT LEFTISTS, THAKIN TIN MYA AND U YE 
HTUT. 

(D) OTHER 1971 CC MEMBERS WHO HAVE BEEN DROPPED INCLUDE 
U ON PE (TET TOE) AND DR. BO LAY. NEWCOMERS INCLUDE MIS
